HER MAJESTY THE BRIDE, ALUTE. 

Alute, the young lady who has been raised 
by her marriage to the exalted position of 
Sister of the Moon, is the daughter of 
Chuggchi, a junior officer in the Hanlin Col- 
lege. His rank, as indicated by his button 
(fourth rank) is equal to thatef a Prefect 
ef the Provinces. Chungchi is of Mon- 
golian descent and a “Sannerman of the 
Piain Blue Banner.”

drawn a jurge navy revolver, which he had 
raised tod level with Donahue'’s head. As 
Dhonahue turned his face Scannell fired into 
it. The ball from the revolver entered 
Donabue’s brain, and he feil dead upon his 
face, Scanneil paused for an instant and 
then fired into the body; and again until he 
had fired four more shots. As he fired, the 
witnesses of the scene have since teatified, 
he would change his posilion, as if to pre- 
vent having the bulleis enter the saine spot 
twice. As he fired, with an alleged terror- 
inspiring deliberation, the crowd shrank 
away from him into the saloon. Not one of 
the three hundred men present made an at- 
tempt to disarm the assailant, 

When he had fired the fifth shot Scanne] 
turned and ran up the stiarway into Lroad- 
way. The crowd at once gained courage, and 
ran into the street in pursuit. 

Captain McKiwain of the Twentieth Pre. 
cinct Police was walking down Broadway in 
citizen’s dress, and at the moment the siots 
were fired Lad reached ‘T'wenty-eighth street 
and Broadway. He paused to see from what 
saloon the pistol reports were coming, and 
Jobn Scannell ran by him toward Fifth 
avenue, Captain Mchiwain instantly joined 
in the pursuit of the fugitive, gained on him, 
and finally, after @ severe chase up Fifth 
avenue, to Twenty ninth street, and through 
Twenty-ninth street to Broadway again, ar 
rested bim. “What's the matter Sergeant ; 
oh, beg pardon, you are Captain now ;” re- 
ferring wo the fact of having known his cap. 
lor when having the rank of Sergeant. Cap- 
tain McElwain replied: “Thai's what | 
want to Know, Scannell; I am ignorant of 
what they want you for.”
